PUBLIC INQUIRIES ACT 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council has been pleased to ap- 
point the following persons — namely, 
Henry Eo Aneus, B:C.L., M-A., LL.D), 
PIRSS.G:; Frederick Hi. Hurley, Chief 
Electoral Officer and Registrar-General of 
Voters; and Kenneth L. Morton, Deputy 
Registrar-General of Voters — Commis- 
sioners, the first named to act as Chair- 
man, to make inquiry into and concern- 
ing the need, if any, for amendment of 
the Constitution Act in order to secure, 
by whatever redefinition of electoral dis- 
tricts is required, proper and effective 
representation of the people of all parts 
of the Province in the Legislative Assem- 
bly, and that in formulating the recom- 
mendations to be contained in their re- 
port the Commissioners 

(1) take into account, where feasible, 

historical and regional claims for 
representation; 
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(2) make their recommendations on the 
basis 

(a) that no electoral district com- 
prise fewer than 7,500 registered 
voters, having regard to present 
population and apparent population 
trends to the year 1975 and 

(b) that the Legislative Assembly 
comprise not fewer than forty-eight 
nor more than fifty-two members; 
and 
give consideration to the provision 
of multiple-member ridings of two 
members each in the metropolitan 
areas of Victoria and Vancouver. 

The first hearing of the Commission 
will be held at 944 Howe Street, in the 
City of Vancouver, in the Province of 
British Columbia, on Tuesday, the 7th 
day of September, 1965, at the hour of 
10 o’clock in the forenoon, for the pur- 
pose of receiving preliminary evidence.

And whereas the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council has, by Order in Council made 
pursuant to the said Act, been pleased to 
order that the tract of land hereinafter 
described and the owners thereof be 
incorporated into an improvement district 
under the said Act, and has made further 
provision to the tenor and effect herein- 
after appearing: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do hereby order and proclaim:— 

1. The tract of land within Esquimalt 
and Goldstream Land Districts and Vic- 
toria Land Registration District bounded 








as follows: Commencing at the most 
westerly corner of Lot 14 of Section 1, 
Goldstream Land District, Plan 2726, 
being a point on the high-water mark of 
Langford Lake, on the north-easterly 
shore thereof; thence north-easterly along 
the north-westerly boundary of Lot 14, 
Plan 2726, to the most northerly corner 
thereof; thence in a general south-east- 
erly direction along the south-westerly 
limit of Lakend Road to the north-west- 
erly boundary of Section 85, Esquimalt 
Land District; thence north-easterly 
along the north-westerly boundaries of 
Sections 85 and 116 to an intersection 
with the south-westerly limit of Gold- 
stream Avenue; thence in a _ general 
south-easterly and north-easterly direc- 
tion along the south-westerly and south- 
easterly limits of Goldstream Avenue to 
an intersection with the north-westerly 
limit of Powers Lane as shown on Plan 
4295; thence south-westerly and south- 
easterly along the north-westerly and 
south-westerly limits of Powers Lane, 
Plan 4295, to the north-westerly bound- 
ary of Lot 4 of Section 79, Plan 4295; 
thence north-westerly and south-easterly 
along the north-westerly and north-east- 
erly boundaries of Lot 4, Plan 4295, to 
the most easterly corner thereof; thence 
in a general north-easterly, easterly, and 
south-westerly direction along the north- 
westerly, northerly, and south-easterly 
boundaries of Lot 11 of Section 79, Plan 
6788, to the most southerly corner of 
Lot 2 of Section 79, Plan 2476; thence 
north-easterly along the north-westerly 
boundary of Lot 3, Plan 2476, to the 
most northerly corner thereof; thence in 
a general south-westerly direction along 
the north-westerly limit of Leigh Road 
to the south-west corner of Lot 33 of 
Section 86, Plan 1457, being a point on 
the high-water mark of Langford Lake, 
on the south-easterly shore thereof; 
thence in a general north-easterly and 
north-westerly direction along the high- 
water mark of Langford Lake to the 
most westerly corner of Lot 14 of Sec- 
tion 1, Goldstream Land District, Plan 
2726, being the point of commencement, 
together with Parcel A of Section 86, 
except Plans 4052 and 6677; Lots 1 to 
8, inclusive, and Lot 11 of Section 86. 
Plan 4052; Lots 1 and 2 of Section 86. 
Plan 6677; Lot 2 of Section 79, Plan 
6788; Lot 1 and that part of Lot 2 lying 
north-east of Goldstream Avenue of Sec. 
tions 85 and 116, Plan 8481: Lots 35 63 
21, and 23 of Sections 85 and 116, Plan 
885, except thereout the Island Highway, 
Plan 990RW; Lot A of Section 116, Plan 
15544; Lot 4 of Sections 85 and 116, 
Plan 15481; those parts of Lots 16 and 
18 of Sections 85 and 116, Plan 885, 
lying north-east of Goldstream Avenue, 
except Plan 15481: that part of Lot 27 
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of Sections 85 and 116, Plan 885, lying 
north-east of Goldstream Avenue and 
south of the Island Highway—and all 
subdivisions thereof and all owners of 
land therein are incorporated into an 
improvement district under the Water 
Act and subject to the provisions thereof 
and to the conditions hereinafter con- 
tained. 

2. The improvement district shall be 
known as “ Langford Lake Improvement 
District.” 


3. The objects of the improvement dis- 
trict shall be to maintain a good quality 
of water in Langford Lake by lake-level 
control and treatment of the water therein 
and land-improvement purpose, the ac- 
quisition of land, and the acquisition, 
maintenance, and operation of works for 
these purposes and all things incidental 
thereto. 


4. There shall be three Trustees of the 
improvement district. 


5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are twenty-one years of 
age or older and are entitled to be regis- 
tered as voters under the Provincial Elec- 
tions Act and are owners of land in the 
tract of land hereinbefore described, and 
the persons qualified to be candidates at 
the election shall be the persons qualified 
as aforesaid to vote and their wives and 
husbands. 

6. Mr. Ronald William Dinney, 1187 
Goldstream Avenue, Victoria, B.C., shall 
be Returning Officer for the first election 
of Trustees. He shall call a general 
meeting of the persons who are qualified 
as aforesaid to vote and shall, at least ten 
days before the date of the meeting, post 
at three conspicuous places within the 
area hereinbefore described and publish 
in a newspaper circulating in the area a 
notice signed by him giving the date, 
time, and place of holding the meeting. 
The Returning Officer shall be chairman 
of the meeting, and subject to the provi- 
sions of clause 5 shall have power to de- 
termine whether or not any person who 
desires to vote is qualified to do so. He 
shall have power to determine the pro- 
cedure to be followed at the meeting and 
the method of taking the votes. Each 
qualified voter shall be entitled to cast 
one vote for each of three candidates. 
The Returning Officer shall declare the 
result of the election and shall notify the 
Comptroller of Water Rights of the said 
result. 


7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is 
cast at the general meeting called pur- 
suant to clause 6 hereof shall hold office 
until the annual general meeting of 1968, 
the candidate elected for whom the sec- 
ond greatest number of votes is cast shall 
hold office until the annual general meet- 
ing of 1967, and the candidate elected 
for whom the third greatest number of 
votes is cast shall hold office until the 
annual general meeting of 1966, but 
should there be nominated no more than 
three candidates for office of Trustee, or 
should any two or more candidates re- 
ceive an equal number of votes, then the 
Returning Officer shall have power to 
and shall declare which of the candidates 
are elected and which shall hold office 
until the next, the second, and the third 
succeeding annual general meetings re- 
spectively. 

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 





shall be the duty of the Trustees to call | Witness, Major-General the Honourable 


a general meeting to be held between Jan- 
uary Ist and May Ist in each year for the 
following purposes :— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a 
report on condition of the works 
and a statement of the financial 
condition of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the works or 
finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

(c) To fix the remuneration of the 
Trustees for the ensuing year: 

To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting, and 
to elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any other vacancy or vacancies 
that has or have occurred or is or 
are about to occur among the 
Trustees: 


To choose the auditor for the en- 
suing year. 


A special general meeting may be 
called by the Trustees at any time for the 
purpose of electing a Trustee or Trustees 
to fill any vancancy or vacancies among 
the Trustees, or for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with the owners any matter or 
matters which in the opinion of the Trus- 
tees should be brought up at a general 
meeting. 

At least ten days’ notice of every gen- 
eral meeting shall be given by a notice 
posted at three conspicuous places within 
the district and published in a newspaper 
circulating therein. 

The secretary shall enter in a book 
provided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. 
At any general meeting every person shall 
be qualified to vote who is a Canadian 
citizen and is twenty-one years old or 
older and is an owner of land in the im- 
provement district, or the authorized 
agent of any board or corporation that is 
an owner of such land, or legal repre- 
sentative of any owner of such land who 
has died, become insolvent or insane, and 
is entitled to be registered as a voter 
under the Provincial Elections Act. Every 
person qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
the wife or husband of any such person 
shall be qualified to be a candidate for 
Trustee of the improvement district. In 
the event of the right of any person to 
vote at any general meeting being chal- 
lenged, the chairman shall have authority 
to determine whether or not such person 
is entitled to vote, and the chairman may 
require such person to make and file with 
him a statutory declaration showing that 
the declarant is qualified as aforesaid to 
vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting, the 
Trustees shall file with the Comptroller 
of Water Rights a true copy of the min- 
utes of such meeting and copies of all 
auditor’s reports and financial statements 
presented or discussed at the meeting. 

9, All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the Water Act 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shail be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending

for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 10% inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.
